1.  The  Forty-Seventh  Anniversary  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Baptist  General  Association  was  held  with  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  pursuant  to  appointment,  at  10  o’clock, 

A.  M. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Association  being  absent,  Bro.  J. 
Wheaton  Smith,  first  Vice ’President,  took  the  Chair. 

3.  The  first  half  hour  was  spent  in  devotional  exercises. 
Brethren  J.  Green  Miles  and  Jos.  Perry  led  in  prayer. 

4.  Brethren  Kirkpatrick,  Deitz  and  Bray  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises. 

5.  Brethren  E.  W.  Bliss,  J.  S.  Hutson  and  H.  F.  King  were 
appointed  a  Committee  on  dominations. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Enrollment,  consisting  of  Brethren  J.  A. 
Wagenseller  and  G.  M.  Spratt,  was  appointed. 

7.  On  Obituaries,  Brethren  W.  H.  Conard,  W.  W.  Willis  and  T. 
Van  Scoyoc  were  appointed. 

8.  Evangelical  ministers  of  the  city,  and  all  ministering 
brethren  present,  were  invited  to  sit  with  the  Association,  and 
to  participate  in  its  deliberations. 
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9.  Letters  were  read  from  the  following  Associations:  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Bridgewater,  Oil  Creek,  Monongahela,  Abington, 
Wyoming,  Northumberland,  North  Philadelphia,  French  Creek, 
Pittsburg,  Centre,  Beaver,  and  Wayne. 

10.  The  Annual  Sermon  was  preached  at  11  o’clock,  by  Bro. 
John  Peddie,  of  Philadelphia,  from  Ileb.  x.  18:  “  From  hence- 
forth  expecting."  Bro.  Rowland  assisted  in  the  service.  At  the 
close  of  the  sermon,  the  congregation  sang  with  feeling — “ Nearer , 
my  Gocl,  to  Thee,” 

11.  Bro.  Lowry,  ofLewisburg,  in  the  absence  of  Bro.  Smith, 
now  took  the  Chair. 

12.  The  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  reported  :  Adjourn 
at  12  o’clock;  meet  at  2,  p.  m.,  adjourn  at  5,  p.  m.  ;  meet  at  7:30, 
p.  M.,  and  adjourn  at  pleasure. 

13.  A  special  committee  on  the  periodicals  of  the  Publication 
Society  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Brethren  Shadrach,  Sem- 
bower,  and  Herr.  The  Baptist  Witness  was  also  committed  to 
their  consideration. 

14.  Brethren  Frear,  Deitz  and  Austin  were  appointed  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Place  and  Preacher  for  next  year. 

Adjourned.  Bro.  Adams  led  in  prayer. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 


15.  2  o’clock.  The  Association  convened,  and  a  half  hour  was 
given  to  religious  exercises.  Bro.  McNeil  prayed. 

16.  At  half-past  2  o’clock,  the  Association  resumed  business. 
Bro.  Griffiths  was  allowed  five  minutes  to  speak  in  behalf  of 
Jamestown.  Ordered  that  a  collection  be  taken  up  this  evening 
in  favor  of  the  Jamestown  church. 

17.  Bro.  Ambler  spoke  five  minutes,  commending  the  cause 
of  Foreign  Missions. 

18.  Bro.  Griffith,  of  Philadelphia,  occupied  the  time  till  the 
Order  of  the  Day  was  taken  up  ;  and  offered  the  following  reso¬ 
lution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Association,  the  growing  Colporteur, 
Bible,  and  Sunday-school  work  of  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society,  in 
all  portions  of  this  country,  and  in  Italy,  appeals  strongly  to  every  church  and 
every  Baptist  in  this  State  for  a  most  liberal  support. 
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19.  Bro.  Swaim  was  granted  fifteen  minutes,  after  business 
this  afternoon,  to  state  the  claims  of  Home  Missions. 

20.  The  Committee  on  Obituaries  reported,  and  the  report 
was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Obituaries  report  that  death  has  invaded  the  ranks  of  our 
Baptist  Brotherhood  during  the  year,  and  removed  many  earnest  workers  for  J esus 
from  their  toil  on  earth,  to  their  rest  in  Heaven.  Among  these  we  notice  the 
names  of  Rev.  T.  S.  SheardowD,  of  the  Bradford  Association,  a  veteran  in  the 
army  of  Christ,  a  true  soldier  of  the  Cross,  who  fell  at  his  post  after  a  long  life 
of  efficient  service  for  his  Master.  Rev.  G.  W.  Snyder,  of  Northumberland 
Association,  a  young  minister  of  Christ,  but  whose  life,  though  short,  was  most 
intensely  devoted  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  Rev.  M.  J.  Knowlton,  of  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Association,  Missionary  to  Ningpo,  China,  a  man  of  unusual  energy  and 
force  of  character,  whose  labors  in  China;  and  books  written  relating  to  Mis¬ 
sionary  work,  place  him  among  the  foremost  missionaries  of  the  Baptist  denom¬ 
ination.  We  notice  also  the  death  of  Thomas  Ashmore,  and  Mrs.  Caroline 
A.  Dickinson,  of  the  Philadelphia  Association.  The  latter  was  a  Life  Director 
of]  this  Association,  and  the  wife  of  Rev.  E.  W.  Dickinson. 

Rev.  Daniel  Daniels,  of  the  Beaver  Association,  died  during  the  year. 

From  the  North  Philadelphia  Association  is  reported  the  death  of  Deacons 
Thomas  Wattson  and  John  C.  Davis,  members  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  of 
Philadelphia,  whose  lives  were  full  of  good  works.  There  are,  no  doubt,  other 
names  worthy  of  a  place  in  this  report,  but  did  not  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
your  committee.  These  all  having  died  in  faith,  have  gone  to  swell  the  number 
who  have  passed  away  from  the  church  on  earth  to  the  general  assembly  of  the 
first-born  in  Heaven.

Resolved ,  That  the  religious  journal  has  a  holy  and  noble  trust  in  this  regard, 
and  justly  asks  for  the  confidence  and  encouragement  of  the  Christian  Pulpit, 
and  the  Christian  family. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  recommend  the  periodicals  of  our  own  Society,  viz : 
The  Baptist  Quarterly.  The  National  Baptist ,  The  Baptist  Teacdier,  The 
Young  Reaper,  and  Our  Little  Ones. 

Resolved ,  That  we  especially  urge  upon  our  churches  everywhere  to  concen¬ 
trate  their  influence  and  efforts  in  support  of  the  National  Baptist  as  a  denomi¬ 
national  necessity;  and  that  we  hereby  express  our  confidence  in  the  wise 
management  of  the  trust  so  appropriately  committed  to  the  Publication  Society 
in  its  issue.

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  churches  of  Pennsylvania  to  co-operate, 
by  their  prayers  and  contributions,  with  the  Home  Mission  Society,  in  its  grand 
work  of  bringing  North  America  to  Christ.

By  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Association  has  already  been 
informed  of  the  difficulty  which  this  Commission  encountered,  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  in  procuring  a  suitable  Sunday-school  Missionary.  This  diffi¬ 
culty  was  at  length  overcome,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  our  brethren 
in  all  parts  of  the  State  regard  the  brother  chosen— Rev.  Amos  Myers,  now  of 
Lancaster— as  admirably  fitted  for  the  post. 

As  yet,  his  work  has  only  been  preliminary.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in 
August,  and  in  the  two  succeeding  months  he  traveled  more  than  2,000  miles  ; 
visited  5  Associations,  and  7  churches;  preached  5  times,  and  made  24  Sunday- 
school  addresses. 

At  the  Associations  and  churches  he  was  most  cordially  received,  and  in  all 
parts  of  the  State  there  are  indications  of  a  thoroughly  hearty  appreciation  of 
this  effort  to  elevate  and  extend  the  Sunday-school  cause.  It  is  the  harbinger  of  a 
bright  day  for  all  the  interests  of  Zion. 

The  work,  however,  must  be  pushed  vigorously,  if  this  new  agency  accom- 
plishes  what  has  been  expected  from  it,  and  the  Association  should,  at  this 
meetin0',  give  an  emphatic  opinion  in  regard  to  it.  Both  the  Board  and  the  Com¬ 
mission,  in  urging  it  forward,  will  desire  the  Association’s  approval  and 
endorsement.

'Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  “  American  Baptist  Historical  Society”  as  an 
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indispensable  part  of  our  denominational  organization;  that  we  owe  it  to  our¬ 
selves,  our  ancestors,  and  our  posterity,  and  to  God,  to  preserve  the  precious 
writings  of  early  Baptists,  and  the  history  of  their  trials,  sufferings,  testimonies, 
nnd  martyrdoms.  Such  a  Library  as  the  Society  is  collecting,  already  amount¬ 
ing  to  nearly  six  thousand  volumes,  will  confute  our  adversaries,  instruct  future 
generations,  and  be  a  bond  of  union  to  the  Baptists  of  the  world. 

32.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  recommended  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Sunday-school  Commission  foi'  this  year,  the  same 
persons  that  served  last  year.  Recommendation  was  adopted. 

Adjourned.  Bro.  Perry  led  in  prayer. 

EVENING  SESSION.

Resolved,  That  as  representatives  of  the  great  Baptist  denomination,  whose 
principles  have  exerted  so  salutary  an  influence  on  the  genius  of  our  Republican 
institutions,  we  pledge  to  our  Chief  Executive  our  prayers  and  our  cordial 
support  in  his  efforts  for  the  faithful  administration  of  the  Government  of  our 
great  Commonwealth. 

38.  A  collection  in  behalf  of  the  Jamestown  church  was 
taken  up,  amounting  to  $25.78. 

39.  The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the 
question  of  General  Missionaries  reported  : 

The  Committee  to  which  that  part  of  the  Secretary’s  Report  relating  to  the 
employment  of  General  Missionaries  was  referred,  beg  leave  to  report  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  we  strongly  favor  the  policy  suggested,  by  the  Secretary,  and 
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that  we  urge  the  Board  of  Managers  to  take  into)  early  consideration  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  men  to  do  General  Missionary  work  throughout  the  destitute  portions  of 
the  State.  A.  J.  Rowland,  i

40.  The  officers  of  the  Association  were  ordered  to  send  a 
congratulatory  telegram  to  the  Ohio  State  Convention,  now  in 
session  in  Dayton.

55.  Address  by  Bro.  Amos  Myers,  on  “  What  do  the  churches 
owe  the  Sunday-schools,  and  what  do  they  gain  from  them  ?” 

56.  After  an  address,  expressive  of  gratitude  and  affection,  by 
the  pastor  of  the  church  in  Harrisburg,  Bro.  Kirkpatrick ;  and 
singing  uBlest  be  the  tie  that  binds,”  and  the  passage  of  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  church  and  citizens  of  Harrisburg,  and  railroad 
companies,  the  Association  adjourned  to  meet  in  Meadville,  in 
October,  1875.

Dear  Brethren  : 

On  entering  upon  the  duties  assigned  us  by  your 
appointment,  we  deeply  realized  our  need  of  guidance  of  Him 
who  cannot  err.  We  had  previously  some  acquaintance  with 
the  large  and  destitute  field  you  are  seeking  to  cultivate,  and 
some  knowledge  of  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered  in  the 
discharge  of  our  obligations.  Looking  up  for  direction,  we  have, 
in  the  exercise  of  our  best  judgment,  sought  faithfully  and  im¬ 
partially  to  meet  our  responsibilities.  It  would  perhaps  be  too 
much  to  affirm,  that  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Association  no  mistakes  have  been  made,  but  we  have  endeav¬ 
ored  most  earnestly  to  guard  against  them.  That  appropriations 
may  be  made  intelligently,  a  blank  has  been  prepared,  containing 
certain  questions  to  be  answered  by  churches  seeking  aid,  and 
they  are  required  to  send,  in  connection  with  it,  a  list  of  the 
names  of  those  contributing  toward  the  support  of  the  gospel  at 
home,  together  with  the  amount  of  their  respective  contributions. 
It  is  also  expected  that  the  application  will  be  signed  by  the 
Deacons  or  Trustees  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  the  Missionary 
Committee  of  the  Association  with  which  it  is  connected. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  we  are  called  upon  to  re¬ 
cord  the  death  of  two  of  our  number,  Elder  Thos.  S.  Sheardown, 
one  of  our  Vice  Presidents,  and  Brother  John  C.  Davis,  our 
venerable  and  efficient  Treasurer.  Bro.  Davis  closed  his  work 
on  earth  shortly  after  your  last  meeting.  At  the  December 
meeting  of  the  Board,  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Brethren  J. 
Wheaton  Smith,  S.  J.  Creswell,  George  Nugent,  Wm.  Cathcart, 
and  S.  A.  Crozer,  was  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  expressive 
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of  the  feelings  of  the  Board  in  view  of  his  death.  They  stfbse- 
sequently  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  God  to  remove  from  among  us,  our  beloved  brother, 
John  C.  Davis,  so  long  a  member  of  this  Board,  and  for  thirty-three  years  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Association  ;  therefore 
Resolved,  That  we  record  this  Tablet,  as  an  estimate  of  his  worth.

Forty -Seventh  A nniversary 


Elder  Sheardown,  at  the  time  of  his  departure,  was  the  pastor 
of  the  church  at  Troy,  Bradford  County.  Comparatively  few 
men  leave  behind  them  such  a  record.  For  nearly  half  a  century 
he  did  good  service  in  Southern  New  York,  and  Northern 
Pennsylvania.  We  presume  your  Committee  on  Obituaries 
will  give  a  more  extended  notice  of  these  good  men. 

Bro.  George  Callaghan  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  death  of  Brother  Davis. 

The  following  statement  will  inform  you  as  to  the  labor  per¬ 
formed  in  the  various  Associations,  and  the  brethren  who  have 
been  commissioned  : 

Abingdon  Association. 

Brother  Adolph  Genius  labored  during  the  year  as  Missionary  among  the 
Germans,  in  the  City  of  Scranton,  with  gratifying  success.  A  few  weeks 
since  a  German  Baptist  Church  of  sixty-two  members  was  recognized,  of 
which  he  is  now  pastor.  Most  of  his  support  was  contributed  by  the  First 
Church  in  Scranton. 

An  appropriation  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was  made  to  the  Hyde 
Park  Church  to  aid  in  the  support  of  their  pastor,  Bro.  II.  J.  Millard. 
Since  that  time  they,  with  considerable  sacrifice,  have  assumed  his  entire 
support. 

Beaver  Association. 

The  only  Church  aided  from  your  funds  is  that  of  New  Brighton,  Beaver 

ounty,  which  has  enjoyed  the  labors  of  Bro.  C.  II.  Johnson.  He  has  not 
toiled  in  vain. 

Bradford  Association. 

Bro.  J.  L.  Watson,  who  for  several  years  faithfully  served  the  churches 
at  Canton  and  Alba,  resigned  last  fall,  and  was  succeeded  by  Bro.  G.  P. 
Watrous,  who  has  experienced  encouraging  success.  The  brethren  of  this 
Association  are  exceedingly  anxious  and  are  making  efforts  to  secure  the 
services  of  a  General  Missionary. 

Bridgewater  Association. 

The  Church  at  Great  Bend,  Susquehanna  County,  so  deeply  afflicted  last 
year  in  the  death  of  their  pastor,  Bro.  E.  Ashton,  have  since  last  fall  en¬ 
joyed  the  services  of  Bro.  Thomas  Simpkins,  who  reports  a  healthful  growth 
of  the  church,  consistency  of  life  in  the  membership,  and  strong  adherence 
to  the  faith  and  practice  of  the  denomination. 

Bro.  E.  T.  Jacobs  has  continued  his  labors  at  Susquehanna  Depot,  and 
while  the  church  is  greatly  depressed  financially,  and  embarrassed  because 
of  the  fluctuations  of  the  population,  is  hopeful  for  the  future.  Their 
Sunday-school  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  teachers  and  scholars  evincing 
increased  interest. 
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Centre  Association. 

Five  large  and  populous  counties  are  embraced  in  the  field  occupied  by 
this  Association,  most  of  which  is  Missionary  ground.  A  number  of  its 
churches  are  very  feeble  and  need  your  fostering  care. 

An  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Church  at  Eagleville,  Centre  County, 
Bro.  A.  B.  Bunyan,  Pastor.  He  resigned  in  January  last,  since  which 
time  no  aid  has  been  extended. 

Tyrone,  located  on  the  Pennsylvania  Bailroad  in  Blair  County,  is  a  most 
important  and  flourishing  town.  The  Chnrch  here  was  organized  a  few 
years  since,  and  has  given  evidence  of  considerable  vitality.  They  have 
erected  a  neat  church  edifice,  and  are  struggling  to  maintain  the  ordinances 
of  the  Gospel.  A  small  appropriation  was  made  last  January,  to  aid  in 
the  support  of  their  pastor  Bro.  J.  L.  Holmes.  He  reports  slow  but  per¬ 
manent  growth. 

Clarion  Association. 

This  body  embraces  thirty-two  churches  scattered  over  a  large  territory, 
but  five  of  which  number  over  one  hundred  members  each.  Bro.  J.  S. 
Wrightnour  is  our  Missionary  at  Brookville  in  Jefferson  County,  and  has 
enjoyed  a  large  measure  of  prosperity.  Ho  communion  season  has  passed 
■since  his  settlement,  without  some  persons  having  been  received  into  the  fel¬ 
lowship  of  the  Church,  and  at  present  considerable  religious  interest  is  being 
manifested.  The  Sunday-school  is  large  and  prosperous,  numbering  more 
than  three  times  the  membership  of  the  church.  A  good  lot  for  a  meeting 
house  has  been  secured  at  a  cost  of  $1500. 

The  Church  at  Indiana,  is  a  small  but  efficient  body  and  has  long  and 
earnestly  toiled  to  advance  the  cause  of  Christ  in  the  difficult  field  it  occu¬ 
pies.  Our  venerable  Bro.  W.  Shadrach  has  been  laboring  with  them  for  the 
last  six  months  under  an  appointment  from  the  Board,  and  we  feel  assured 
all  that  can  be  done  by  pastor  and  people  to  establish  the  truth  will  be 
effected.  Bro  Shadrach  also  preaches  twice  a  month  to  large  congregations 
at  Homer,  six  miles  from  Indiana. 

Bepeated  efforts  have  been  made  to  find  some  one  to  act  as  General  Mis¬ 
sionary  for  the  "Western  part  of  the  State.  Two  brethren  were  appointed, 
both  of  whom  declined.  After  considerable  correspondence.  Bro.  C.  H. 
Prescott  consented  to  serve  in  this  and  the  Clearfield  Association.  He  lias 
spent  much  time  in  visiting  feeble  churches,  preaching  the  gospel  to  the 
destitute,  and  in  efforts  to  awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  the  General  Associa¬ 
tion.  We  have  reason  to  know  that  he  has  not  labored  in  vain,  and  is 
greatly  beloved  for  his  work  sake.  His  services  are  rendered  without  expense 
to  the  Association. 

Clearfield  Association. 

Curwensville,  Millport  and  Greenville  Churches,  are  under  the  care  of 
Bro.  Wrn.  A.  Bidge,  as  are  also  the  Stations  at  Mount  Calm,  Gaff’s  School 
house,  and  Chestnut  Bidge.  In  his  last  report  he  says,  our  present  con¬ 
dition  is  good  and  hopeful.  The  prospects  for  the  Baptist  interest  were 
never  better,  and  in  behalf  of  the  Church  at  Curwensville,  I  desire  to  tender 
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our  thanks  to  the  General  Association  for  past  help,  and  to  state  that  we 
ieel  now  able  to  walk  alone,  and  will  not  ask  further  aid  from  the  Board. 

Oui  indefatigable  Missionary,  Bro.  E.  Woodruff,  who  supplies  the  Beulah 
and  Pine  Flat  churches  in  the  Clarion  Association,  also  serves  the  Cherry 
Tiee  C hurch  in  this.  The  first  named  are  experiencing  a  season  of  drought, 
the  latter  is  passing  through  severe  trials,  consequent  upon  the  defection 
ol  theii  foimer  pastor,  but  though  clouds  and  darkness  are  round  about 
them,  they  are  active  and  hopeful. 

French  Creek  Association. 

Bro.  J.  T.  Griffiths  continued  his  relations  with  the  Stoneboro’  and  James¬ 
town  Churches  until  April  last,  when  he  resigned  at  Stoneboro’,  and  has 
since  devoted  his  entire  time  to  the  interests  of  Jamestown.  They  are  still 
struggling  to  finish  and  pay  for  their  house  of  worship. 

Jlonougaliela  Association. 

Bro.  W.  H.  Cooper,  who  lias  spent  the  year  at  Connellsville,  reports  a. 
much  improved  state  of  things  in  the  church  and  community.  Congrega¬ 
tions  largely  increased.  Sunday-School  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Con¬ 
nellsville  is  rapidly  becoming  one  of  the  most  important  points  in  Western 
Pennsylvania,  and  should  be  specially  cared  for. 

Gniontown,  Bro.  W.  W.  Hickman,  Pastor.  Ho  large  accessions  are  re¬ 
ported.  A  good  work  has  been  done  in  providing  for  the  debt  on  their 
meeting  house,,  and  it  is  proposed  speedily  to  complete  their  main  audience 
room.  When  this  is  accomplished  we  know  of  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  be  self  sustaining. 

The  Turkey  Foot  is  a  small  body  and  the  only  Baptist  Church  in  Somer¬ 
set  County.  Bro.  X.  B.  Critchfield  has  supplied  it  part  of  the  time,  and  has. 
been  encouraged  in  his  labors. 

North  Philadelphia  Association. 

We  should  be  pleased  to  report  our  work  in  the  growing  and  in  some  re¬ 
spects  important  city  of  Lancaster,  a  success.  One  year  ago  Bro.  A.  X. 
White  was  serving  as  pastor,  and  continued  to  do  so  until  the  first  of  July, 
when  he  resigned  and  has  taken  charge  of  the  Baptist  church  in  Paris, 
Kentucky.  In  the  summer  of  1873  a  plan  for  a  section  of  a  church  build¬ 
ing  was  submitted  to  the  Board,  which  would  have  been  sufficiently  large 
for  the  present  purposes  and  perhaps  for  several  years  to  come,  and  would  have 
tost  about  three  thousand  dollars.  To  erect  such  a  building  seemed  a  pos¬ 
sible  thing,  and  the  plan  was  endorsed,  and  the  enterprise  commended  to 
the  confidence  and  liberality  of  the  denomination.  The  plan  however  was. 
not  carried  out,  and  a  building  erected  costing  upwards  of  $9,000,  which 
with  the  lot  required  an  outlay  of  more  than  $13,000.  A  trifle  more  than 
$3000  has  been  paid  upon  the  building,  leaving  a  debt  upon  the  edifice  of 
over  $6000,  besides  what  remains  on  the  lot.  Most  of  the  money  paid,  was 
raised  outside  of  Lancaster.  During  the  time  the  house  was  being  erected, 
unhappy  difficulties  arose  among  the  brethren,  and  some  eight  or  ten  members- 
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withdrew  and  organized  themselves  into  a  church,  and  adopted  the  name 
of  the  Zion  Baptist  Church  of  Lancaster,  leaving  three  male  and  twenty 
or  twenty-two  female  members  in  the  First  Church.  A  large  Committee, 
at  the  instance  of  the  brethren  in  Lancaster,  was  appointed  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  North  Philadelphia  Association,  with  a  view  of  reconciling 
these  parties,  if  possible,  and  adopting  some  means  of  saving  the  property 
to  the  church  and  denomination. 

We  reported  last  year  that  Bro.  Geo.  Pierce  had  just  closed  his  labors 
with  the  Harrisburg  Church  He  was  succeeded  by  Bro.  J.  A.  Kirkpatrick, 
who,  without  intermission,  has  continued  to  labor  with  more  or  less  success. 
A  larger  number  have  been  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church  than 
for  the  several  preceding  years,  and  at  the  same  time  a  larger  number 
have  been  dismissed  by  letter.  The  pastor  reports  the  prospect  for  the 
future  flattering.  While  their  church  edifice  is  all  that  could  be  desired, 
its  location  is  such,  that  it  seems  to  the  present  pastor,  as  it  did  to  his 
predecessor,  an  almost  impossible  thing  for  him  to  secure  a  congregation. 
One  of  the  brethren  has  purchased  a  lot  and  erected  a  very  neat  chapel  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  city,  and  the  impression  prevails  that  if  proper  time 
and  attention  could  be  given  to  the  neighborhood,  a  much  larger  congrega¬ 
tion  would  soon  be  gathered,  than  can  be  hoped  for  in  the  old  house. 


Northumberland  Association. 

The  Washington  Street  Church,  Williamsport,  Bro.  .J.  S.  Miller,  Pastor, 
have  passed  through  a  year  of  severe  trial,  owing  in  part  to  a  heavy  debt 
resting* on  their  property.  It  is  hoped  that  by  some  means,  this  burthen 
will  be  removed,  else  the  church  will  be  crippled  for  years  to  come,  if  it 
does  not  become  extinct.  The  pastor's  health  becoming  impaired,  by  long 
continued  labor  and  anxiety,  he  felt  compelled  to  resign,  and  ceased  his 
relation  with  them  the  first  of  the  present  month. 

The  Church  at  Lock  Haven,  left  destitute  by  the  resignation  of  Bro.  _ 
Snyder  (who  has  since  died)  secured  the  services  of  Bro.  C.  E.  Barto.  The 
gospel  has  been  faithfully  preached,  and  some  have  followed  Christ  in  the 
ordinance  of  baptism.  The  church  is  much  embarrassed  financially. 

Bro.  J.  G.  Miles  has  continued  to  labor  at  Milton,  in  connection  with  the 
White  Deer  Church.  During  the  year  they  have  been  engaged  in  complet¬ 
ing  externally  their  house  of  worship. 

The  pastor  of  the  Church  at  Watsontown,  Bro.  A.  II.  Emmons,  reports 
a  year  of  comparative  prosperity.  Congregations  good.  Some  additions  by 
baptism.  Bible  school  well  attended.  Church  debt  lessened .  General  interest 
of  the  brethren  increasing.  Outlook  of  the  future  hopeful. 

Bro.  John  Linker  resigned  the  charge  of  the  German  Church  at  Williams¬ 
port  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  wras  succeeded  by  Bro.  J.  S.  Blenner. 
Several  additions  have  been  made,  the  Sunday-school  work  is  encouraging, 
and  a  spirit  of  benevolence  is  being  developed. 
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Oil  Creek  Association. 

Bro.  Henry  Kose  continues  his  labors  among  the  Germans  in  Erie,  and 
though  lie  has  not  been  permitted  to  rejoice  over  large  accessions,  has  not 
been  left  without  some  tokens  of  the  Divine  favor. 


Pittsburg  Association. 

1  he  Allegheny  County  Missionary  Association  during  the  year  have  em¬ 
ployed  four  Missionaries,  Bro.  J.  E.  Craig  at  Sewickly,  who  left  the  field  in 
June  ;  Bro.  J.  G.  Brensinger,  General  Missionary  ;  Bro.  Charles  Rodgers, 
who  served  the  colored  Church  in  Pittsburg  until  the  first  of  March  ;  Bro. 
Henry  Gellant,  since  April  last,  has  been  preaching  for  the  Germans  in 
Allegheny  City.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Association,  it  was  re¬ 
solved  to  extend  their  labors  over  the  entire  field  occupied  by  the  Pitts¬ 
burg  Association.  We  have  not  been  furnished  as  we  had  hoped  with  re¬ 
port  from  their  Missionaries,  and  are  not  able  to  give  a  detailed  statement  of 
work.  Never  in  any  one  year  have  our  Allegheny  County  brethren  ac¬ 
complished  more  for  home  evangelization,  than  during  the  past,  and  we 
are  glad  to  learn  that  they  propose  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  their  operations. 
We  bid  them  the  most  hearty  “  God  speed.” 

The  Church  at  Saltsburg,  Bro.  Azariah  Shadrach,  Pastor.  No  special 
awakening  has  been  experienced,  but  increasing  attention  and  seriousness 
in  the  congregation,  encourages  continued  effort. 

In  July  last,  a  small  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Church  at  Greens- 
burg,  Westmoreland  County,  to  enable  them  to  secure  the  services  of  Bro. 
O.  P.  Hargrave. 

Philadelphia  Association. 

Our  earnest  missionary,  Bro.  Armstrong,  continues  to  toil  at  Easton, 
and  we  are  happy  in  reporting  progress.  God  lias  been  pleased  to  sanctify 
His  own  word,  and  a  larger  number  have  professed  conversion,  and  followed 
Jesus  in  the  ordinance  of  Baptism,  than  for  many  years  past.  They  have 
built  a  commodious  meeting  house,  the  lecture  room  of  which  was  opened 
for  public  worship  in  the  latter  part  of  June.  Provision  has  been  made 
to  meet  the  obligations  so  far  incurred  in  its  erection,  but  not  without 
sacrifice  on  the  part  of  pastor  and  people.  Fifteen  hundred  dollars  are  yet 
needed  to  finish  the  house,  which  if  accomplished'  would  hasten  the  day 
when  the  church  would  be  self  sustaining.  We  commend  the  enterprise  to 
the  liberality  of  the  brethren. 

The  German  Mission  on  Second  Street,  Philadelphia,  since  December,  has 
been  under  the  care  of  Bro.  John  Linker.  He  has  been  faithfully  employed 
and  with  encouraging  results.  A  number  have  professed  conversion.  A 
few  weeks  since,  the  brethren  and  sisters,  numbering  nearly  one  hundred, 
were  organized  into  a  church.  They  hope  to  accomplish  much  for  the  cause 
of  Christ. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  an  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Hebron 
Church,  Philadelphia,  Bro.  C.  W.  Smith,  Pastor.  At  the  end  of  six  months, 
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however,  this  Church  united  with  Mount  Zion  in  forming  what  is  now  known 
as  the  Frankford  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  of  which  Bro.  Smith  became 
pastor,  and  the  appropriation  ceased. 

The  pastor  of  the  Manatawna  Church,  Bro.  Wm.  S.  Crowley,  during  last 
winter  was  laid  aside  from  preaching  by  an  attack  of  illness,  that  for  a 
time  threatened  his  life.  But  God  was  merciful  to  him,  and  he  has  been 
so  far  restored  as  to  resume  his  work,  and  precious  fruit  has  been  gathered. 
The  Church  still  labors  under  difficulty  on  account  of  debt,  on  their  house 
of  worship.  The  Bible  school  is  in  a  healthy  condition,  and  attendance 
upon  public  worship  and  prayer  meetings  good. 

The  Church  at  Allentown,  Lehigh  County,  continues  to  enjoy  the  pastor¬ 
al  labors  of  Bro.  J.  S.  James.  They  have  had  seasons  of  refreshing  ;  some 
have  been  added  to  their  number  by  baptism.  It  is  thought  their  house 
of  worship  is  not  happily  located,  and  this  circumstance  is  a  barrier  to  their 
progress. 

Catasauqua  is  a  thriving  town  on  the  Lehigh  river,  a  few  miles  above 
Allentown.  The  Church  here  seems  to  be  an  active  body.  An  appropria¬ 
tion  was  made  in  July,  for  six. months,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  Bro.  W. 
I).  Morgan,  who  since  that  time  has  been  earnestly  engaged  in  his  work. 

The  Bethesda  Church  is  located  near  Erie  Avenue  Station,  on  the  North 
Pennsylvania  Railroad.  An  appropriation  was  made  to  enable  them  to 
have  regular  preaching  and  Bro.  J.  H.  Chambers  supplied  them  until  the 
first  of  July.  They  have  secured  and  paid  for  a  good  lot,  and  are  now  en¬ 
gaged  in  erecting  a  chapel.  Several  have  been  added  by  baptism. 

Bro.  Ebenezer  Packwood  continued  at  Consholiocken,  until  the  first  of 
April,  when  he  resigned.  TTp  to  that  time  he  reported  nothing  of  special 
interest. 

The  Mariner’s  Bethel  is  still  under  the  care  of  Bro.  Joseph  Perry.  Be¬ 
sides  the  ordinary  services  at  their  place  of  worship,  he  preaches  regularly 
to  the  sailors  on  board  the  receiving  ship.  Hundreds  in  this  way  hear  the 
gospel  who  are  not  able  to  attend  a  place  of  worship,  some  are  led  to  Christ, 
and  become  Missionaries  on  their  respective  ships,  and  carry  the  glad  news 
of  salvation  wherever  they  may  sail.  A  reading-room  has  been  fitted  up 
in  the  basement  of  their  meeting  house,  and  is  resorted  to  by  many  of  the 
class  they  are  specially  seeking  to  benefit.  Few  of  our  brethren  report 
a  larger  amount  of  work  done,  than  the  pastor  of  the  Bethel.  Deacon 
Michael  Frayne  is  acting  successfully  as  Missionary  with  Bro.  Perry,  but 
without  expense  to  the  Association. 


Ten  Mile  Association. 

Bro.  J.  Y.  Burwell  was  appointed  a  General  Missionary  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Association.  He  commenced  his  work  in  January,  and  has 
encountered  no  ordinary  difficulties,  but  has  been  abundant  in  effort  and 
experienced  some  success.  Among  others,  the  following  places  have  shared 
in  his  labors :  Henans,  New  Freeport,  Elm,  Mount  Carmel,  Moray, 
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Hutchinsons,  Bowman  Ridge,  Fork  Ridge  school  house,  Fork  Ridge  Church, 
and  Sand  Hill.  The  field  is  very  destitute  and  should  be  occupied. 


Tioga  Association. 

The  Wellsboro’  is  the  only  Church  to  which  aid  has  been  extended.  Bro. 
Reynolds  reports  a  year  of  reasonable  prosperity.  “No  word  of  discord, 
no  debts  incurred,  no  serious  backslidings  and  twenty-one  additions  by 
baptism.”  Since  his  settlement  the  church  has  doubled  in  numbers. 
They  are  much  in  need  of  a  house  of  worship,  the  Ilall  they  occupy  being 
too  small. 


Wyoming  Association. 

A  small  appropriation  was  made  to  the  Tuscarora  Church.  Bro.  H.  H. 
(fray  preaches  to  large  congregations.  There  are  on  his  field  four  Sunday- 
schools,  and  he  supplies  three  outstations,  Laceyville,  Beaver  Meadow  and 
Tylerville.  A  pleasant  state  of  religious  feeling  was  enjoyed  during  part  of 
the  year,  and  several  were  baptized. 

Bro.  James  Rainey  at  Tunkhannock,  reports  tokens  of  the  Divine  favor, 
amid  much  that  is  depressing  Congregations  are  good  ;  prayer  meetings 
well  attended ;  Sunday-school  prosperous,  and  some  have  been  brought  to 
a  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

Wilkesbarre  in  Wyoming  County  has  a  population  of  18,000.  Some  years 
ago  a  Church  was  organized  here,  and  aid  was  repeatedly  rendered  in  the 
support  of  their  ministers  ;  some  seasons  of  prosperity  were  experienced, 
but  seasons  of  depression  were  more  frequent.  Some  three  or  four  years  ago, 
under  the  labors  of  Bro.  Charles  A.  Fox,  the  prospects  of  the  church  were 
more  bright  than  they  had  been  for  year's  previous.  But  God  in  his  provi¬ 
dence  called  him  from  the  toils  of  earth  to  the  rest  of  heaven.  After  his 
death  the  cause  languished,  and  last  fall  a  council  was  called,  composed  of 
ministers  and  brethren  of  the  Wyoming  and  Abington  Associations,  wlro, 
after  carefully  considering  all  the  circumstances  of  the  church  and  place, 
recommended  the  church  to  disband,  and  transfer  their  property  to  the 
Board.  The  recommendation  of  the  Council  was  adopted  and  most  of  the 
brethren  deposited  their  letters  with  the  Pittston  Church.  It  was  proposed 
to  secure  some  good  minister  of  Christ  to  occupy  the  field  as  a  Missionary, 
and  at  the  proper  time  organize  a  church,  sell  the  old  church  property, 
secure  a  lot  in  a  more  eligible  location,  and  erect  a  good  house  of  worship. 
Several  brethren  were  approached  with  reference  to  occupying  the  field, 
without  success,  and  most  of  the  year  passed  away,  and  the  place  was  left 
destitute  of  preaching.  Early  in  the  summer,  at  the  instance  of  several 
brethren,  Bro.  Hutchinson,  then  pastor  of  the  Olivet  Church,  Philadelphia, 
visited  the  place,  and  being  pleased  with  it  and  the  people,  and  they  desir¬ 
ing  it,  was  appointed  your  Missionary,  and  commenced  his  labors  the  first 
of  July.  Since  then  there  has  been  regular  preaching,  to  good  and  inter¬ 
ested  congregations.  A  lot  has  been  secured,  at  the  cost  of  $12,000,  and 
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the  first  payment  guaranteed  by  Bro.  E.  A.  Corey,  who  is  not  immediately 
connected  with  the  place,  and  as  soon  as  arrangements  can  be  made,  the 
old  property  will  be  disposed  of,  and  a  Chapel  erected.  It  seems  as  though 
there  was  a  brighter  future  for  Wilkesbarre. 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  your  Sunday-school  Commission, 
corresponded  with  a  brother  well  known  to  the  denomination, 
who  it  was  thought,  would  successfully  perform  the  duties  of 
State  Sunday-school  Missionary,  but  he  declined.  Then  another 
was  selected,  and  it  was  arranged  that  he  should  enter  upon  the 
work  in  the  Spring,  hut  before  the  Spring  time  came,  God  laid 
his  hand  upon  him,  his  health  was  so  broken  that  it  was  impos¬ 
sible  for  him  to  do  so.  Then  another  of  our  strong  and  success¬ 
ful  pastors  was  approached,  who,  after  giving  the  subject  some 
thought,  declined  entertaining  it,  and  so  a  number  of  months 
passed  before  a  suitable  and  available  man  could  be  found.  After 
considerable  correspondence,  Bro.  Amos  Myers,  formerly  of 
Clarion  County,  Pa.,  was  appointed,  who  entered  upon  the  work 
in  the  month  of  August.  He  has,  since  then,  visited  a  number 
of  Associations,  and  been  present  at  several  Sunday-school  Con¬ 
ventions.  Ilis  appointment  seems  to  give  general  satisfaction, 
especially  to  those  among  whom  he  has  been  laboring. 

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  forty-six 
brethren  have  been  commissioned,  a  larger  number  than  during 
any  previous  year  of  our  history.  Most  of  them  have  been 
employed  the  entire  year.  Their  labors  have  extended  into  all 
the  Associations  in  the  State  except  the  Central  Union  and  the 
Wayne,  and  are  equal  to  those  of  one  man  for  36  years  and  11 
months.  3865  sermons  have  been  delivered.  2312  other  meet¬ 
ings  have  been  attended.  7990  pastoral  visits  have  been  made, 
and  17,663  miles  have  been  traveled,  and  339  persons  have  been 
baptized. 

We  need  hardly  say  the  past  has  been  a  year  of  severe  trial 
financially.  The  pressure  of  the  times  has  been  felt  more  or  less 
by  almost  every  class  of  community,  and  yet,  as  before  stated, 
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we  have  attempted  a  larger  amount  of  work  than  during1  any 
former  year,  at  east  have  made  a  larger  number  of  appointments. 
To  some  this  may  seem  like  imprudence,  but  rest  assured, 
brethren,  we  have  done  as  little  as  under  the  circumstances 
seemed  possible.  When  earnest  pressing  appeals  for  help  are 
received,  it  is  a  most  difficult  thing  not  to  listen,  and  yet  in 
repeated  instances  we  have  been  compelled  to  denv  aid,  and  to 
deny  it  too  where  we  knew  it  was  needed,  and  where,  we  had 
reason  to  believe,  if  rendered,  the  cause  of  our  Lord  would  have 
been  promoted. 

^  e  have  received  from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  our  late 
Treasure]’,  John  C.  Davis,  $1, 777.24,  being  in  part  a  legacy  of 
left  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  Association,  and  also  from 
the  Executors  ot  the  will  of  the  late  Elizabeth  Jenkins,  widow  of 
the  late  Kev.  John  S.  Jenkins,  8500,  less  the  tax. 

Our  receipts  from  all  sources  have  been  $14,529.92,  and  there 
has  been  expended,  including  8598.05  paid  on  account  of  last 
year  s  indebtedness.  814,451.86.  leaving  the  Treasnrv  overdrawn 
$421.94. 

It  is  an  humbling  thought  that  our  aggressive  movements 
have  been  so  slow.  In  nearly  if  not  quite  every  report  laid 
before  you  for  the  past  several  years,  reference  has  been  made 
to  the  lestitution  that  so  largely  prevails  in  some  sections  of  our 
State.  We  doubt  whether  in  the  United  States,  there  can  be 
found  a  population  of  six  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  living 
in  adjoining  counties,  among  whom  are  found  but  four  Baptist 
ministers,  and  but  one  of  these  receiving  a  competent  support 
from  the  people  he  serves.  And  yet  we  have  done  comparatively 
nothing  to  meet  this  state  of  things.  We  have  not  on  this  ter¬ 
ritory  sent  a  new  man  for  years,  with  the  exception  of  Bro.  X. 
B.  Critchfield,  who  gives  part  of  his  time  to  a  little  church  on  the 
extreme  western  edge  of  Somerset  County.  Brethren,  in  the 
name  of  our  common  humanity,  is  it  right  ?  Can  we,  dare  we 
sit  still,  and  excuse  ourselves  upon  the  ground  that  our  remiss¬ 
ness  is  made  up  by  the  activity  and  zeal  of  other  Evangelical 
Christians.  It  is  not  true,  that  the  territorv  referred  to  is  already 
occupied  by  men  full  of  love  to  Christ,  and  who  carry  the  gospel 
to  all  the  people,  and  if  it  were  to  a  greater  extent  than  we 
imagine,  are  we  under  no  obligations  to  bear  to  them  the  gospel 
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sacrifice  too  great,  no  labor  too  severe,  in  order  to  lead  men  to 
the  Saviour’s  feet,  Never  until  the  Church  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
feels  that  the  grand  object  of  its  organization,  the  great  purpose 
of  its  continuance  upon  the  earth,  is  the  glory  of  God,  in  the 
salvation  of  the  lost,  will  the  commission  of  our  Lord  be  carried 
out.

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


I.  The  Board  shall  meet  to  organize  immediately  after  their  appointment  ;  when  they  shall 
appoint  the  following  committees,  to  wit:  A  Committee  of  Finance,  and  a  Committee  on  Appli¬ 
cations. 

II.  They  shall  hold  stated  meetings  monthly  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

III.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  a  Vice-President  or  Chairman  pro  tern.,  shall  preside  in 
all  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  may  also  at  his  discretion  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board. 

IV.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  and  superintend  the  publications  of  the 
Board.  He  shall  also  present  a  monthly  report  to  the  Board  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  Association. 

V.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  Board.  No  money  shall  be  paid  by  him 
without  an  order  from  the  Board,  signed  by  the  Secretary. 

VI.  No  order  shall  be  drawn  in  favor  of  any  missionary  who  shall  fail  to  make  his  quarterly 
reports. 

VII.  The  following  shall  be  the  Order  of  Business  : — 1.  The  meetings  shall  commence  with  a 
season  of  prayer.  2.  The  roll  shall  be  called.  3.  The  minutes  of  the  lastmeeting  shallbe  read. 
4.  The  Report  of  the  Secretary.  5.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer.  6.  Appropriations.  7.  Report 
of  Special  Committees  and  Unfinished  Business.  8.  New  Business.  9.  The  meeting  shall  be 
closed  with  prayer. 

VIII.  Applications  to  this  Body,  for  aid,  must  be  made  by  the  churches  seeking  the  same, 
stating: — 1.  The  number  of  members  in  the  church,  average  number  of  attendants  on  public 
worship;  the  denomination  and  size  of  Christian  congregations  contiguous,  and  the  distance 
to  their  places  of  worship.  2.  The  amount  of  salary  proposed  to  be  given  to  the  pastor,  and 
the  amount  which  the  J church  pledges  itself  to  raise.  3.  Whether  aid  is  expected  or  sought 
from  any  other  source,  and  if  so,  how’  much.  4.  Whether  the  church  owns  a  place  of  worship, 
and  its  capacity,  and  amount  of  debt  upon  it,  if  any.  5.  The  name,  post  office  address,  and 
Jlstimonials  of  the  minister  for  whom  an  appointment  is  desired. 

IX.  Commissions  and  appropriations  granted  by  this  Board,  shall  terminate  at  the  ensuing 
Anniversary  of  this  Association,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  ordered,  at  which  time  a  new  ap¬ 
plication  must  be  made,  containing  all  the  particulars  above  stated,  accompanied  by  a  certifi¬ 
cate  from  the  missionary  that  the  church  has  fulfilled  its  pledge  for  its  support. 

X.  Missionaries  of  this  Body  contemplating  the  collection  of  funds  for  building  or  other 
purposes,  outside  of  his  appointed  sphere  of  labor,  must  first  obtain  the  approbation  of  this 
Board. 
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CONST1 T  TIT  ION. 


The  great  design  of  this  General  Association  being  to  promote  the  cause  of  Christ,  by  afford¬ 
ing  greater  facilities  for  concert  and  co-operation  among  the  Baptist  Churches  of  Pennsylvania  , 
and  others  associated  with  them :  it  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  we  utterly  disclaim  all  power 
and  all  intention  to  interfere  in  any  respect  with  the  internal  concerns  of  any  Church  or  Asso¬ 
ciation;  and  be  it  expressly  understood,  that  no  recommendation  of  this  body,  which  shall  in 
any  way  infringe  this  fundamental  principle,  shall  be  in  the  smallest  degree  obligatory. 

ART.  I.  This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  “The  Pennsylvania  Baptist  General 
Association  for  Missionary  Purposes.” 

ART.  II.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  promote  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
throughout  the  State. 

ART.  III.  Sec.  1.  This  General  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Life  Members,  and  of  dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  religious  bodies  contributing  to  its  funds,  in  such  manner  as  each  shall 
prescribe. 

See.  2.  The  number  of  delegates  which  each  Association  may  send  to  the  General  Association 
shall  be  three;  each  local  Association  shall  send  with  its  delegates  a  letter,  giving  the  full  statis¬ 
tics  of  the  body  and  a  statement  of  our  missionary  interests  within  its  bounds. 

Sec.  3.  Each  church  contributing  annually  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  shall  be  entitled 
to  two  delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  for  every  twenty-five  dollars  contributed  during 
the  year. 

Sec.  4.  Any  delegate,  before  taking  his  seat,  may  be  required  to  produce  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  appointment. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  paying  ten  dollars  to  the  fund,  shall  thereby  be  constituted  a  Life  Member 
of  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  paying  fifty  dollars  to  the  fund,  shall  thereby  be  constituted  a  Life  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Association, 

ART.  IV.  Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  two  or  more  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  twelve  or  more  Managers;  who,  together  with  the  officers 
shall  constitute  an  Executive  Board  for  the  management  of  all  business  of  the  Association;  any 
five  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  oldest  Vice-President,  shall  preside  in  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Board :  call  meetings  of  the  Board  at  his  discretion,  and  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  ten  members,  from  at  least  five  Associations,  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Asso 
ciation. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  Board  ; 
and  shall  superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  Board,  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose 
and  have  the  custody  of  all  papers  belonging  to  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  in  trust  all  moneys  belonging  to  this  Association,  and  sha  11 
pay  them  out  only  on  an  order  from  the  Board,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary ;  and 
shall,  when  required  by  the  Board,  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty.  His  book 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  church  connected  with  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  All  monies  designated  to  any  particular  object  shall  be  fajthfully  appropriated  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  wishes  of  the  donor. 

Sec.  6.  A  full  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Board  shall  be  made  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
General  Association. 

ART.  V.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Association  at  such  time  and  place 
as  shall  be  chosen;  a  sermon  shall  be  preached  by  a  person  appointed  at  a  previous  annua \ 
meeting,  and  a  free  public  conference  held,  in  which  delegates  shall  give  an  account  of  the  state 
of  religion  in  their  respective  Associations  and  Churches ;  together  with  any  other  information 
?hey  may  possess,  relative  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

ART.  VI.  No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  this  Constitution,  without  the  concurrence  of  two 
hirds  of  the  delegates  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  this  Association. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 


Art.  I.  This  body  shall  be  called  “  The  Baptist  Ministers’  Union  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.” 


Art.  II.  Its  object  shall  be  to  promote  the  acquaintance,  fellowship  and  use¬ 
fulness  of  its  members,  by  mutual  intercourse  and  conference  upon  matters  of 
common  interest. 

Art.  III.  Its  members  shall  consist  of  such  ordained  and  licensed  Baptist 
ministers  of  the  State  as  shall  sign  this  Constitution. 

Art.  IY.  Its  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and: 
Treasurer,  who  shall  severally  discharge  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  such, 
officers.  They  shall  be  chosen  annually.  They  shall  also  serve  as  an  Executive 
Committee,  and  have  charge  of  the  interests  of  the  Union  in  the  intervals- 
between  its  sessions,  and  shall  report  their  action  to  the  Union. 

Art.  Y.  The  Union  shall  meet  annually,  in  connection  with  the  sessions  of 
the  General  Association. 

Art.  VI.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  session  of  the  Union, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  notice  of  such  amendment  has  been  given  at  a 
previous  session.

1.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice  Presidents,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  Union  to  order. 

2.  All  meetings  of  the  Union  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

3.  Early  in  each  Annual  Session,  a  committee  of  three  shall  be  appointed,  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  session  of  the  following  year ;  and  such  committee 
shall  continue  as  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  during  the  session  for  which 
they  provide. 

4.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  commencement  of  each  Annual 
Session,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  Minutes,  and  shall  be  conducted 
by  ballot. 

5.  No  written  exercise  shall  exceed  thirty  minutes  in  delivery,  provided  this 
rule  does  not  apply  to  the  Annual  Sermon. 

6.  All  criticisms  shall  be  conducted  in  private  sessions  of  the  Union,  and  no 
one  shall  occupy  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time  in  making  criticisms,  nor 
shall  he  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  topic,  without  special  permission. 

7.  Membership  in  the  Union  is  a  pledge  to  discharge  all  the  duties  imposed, 
unless  prevented  by  Divine  Providence. 

8.  The  Secretary  shall  give  reasonable  public  notice  of  the  sessions  of  the 
Union ;  shall  notify  those  who  have  parts  assigned  them  ;  shall  see  that  the 
records  are  present  at  each  Annual  Session,  and  shall  prepare  the  Minutes  for 
printing,  in  connection  with  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Association. 

9.  A  collection  shall  be  taken  at  each  session,  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Union,  including  the  printing  of  the  Minutes. 

10.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  be  read  immediately  after  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  each  session  of  the  Union. 

11.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 


MINUTES 


OF  THE 

^APTIST  «]\hjRgrEFj£’  IjNIOJi 


Harrisburg,  October  20th,  1874. 

I.  The  Baptist  Ministers’  Union  of  Pennsylvania  met  with  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Harrisburg,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  Presi¬ 
dent  Lowry  in  the  chair.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Bro.  Rainey. 

'2.  The  Minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

3.  Committees  were  appointed  as  follows : 

I.  On  Nominations  :  Brethren  Miles, Willis  and  Ballentine. 

II.  On  Arrangements  for  Next  Session :  Brethren  Bevan,  Dickinson  and 
Spencer. 

III.  On  Arrangements  for  the  Present  Session:  Brethren  Kirkpatrick,  Shana- 
felt  and  Spratt. 

4.  A  communication  was  received  from  Bro.  J.  Wheaton 
Smith,  excusing  himself  from  the  presentation  of  an  essay  on  the 
subject  assigned  him,  because  of  the  lateness  of  the  notification. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  Bro.  Smith  be  requested  to  pre¬ 
sent  his  views  on  the  assigned  topic  to  the  Union  verbally. 

5.  The  Committee  of  Arrangements  reported  recommending 
that  the  sermon  be  preached  at  10:50,  to  be  followed  by  the 
Essay.  The  report  was  adopted. 

6.  The  Committee  to  nominate  officers  repoi’ted  the  following 
nominations:  For  President,  Bro.  R,  W.  Pearson;  for  Vice 
Presidents,  Bro.  T.  E.  Clapp  and  J.  Peddie ;  for  Secretary,  Bro. 
Geo.  Frear;  for  Treasurer,  Bro.  J.  A.  Kelly.  Bro.  Spratt  was 
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authorized  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  Union,  and  the  brethren 
nominated  by  the  Committee  were  declared  elected. 

7.  The  reading  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was  omitted. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  the  next  session, 
reported  as  follows  : 

I.  That  Rev.  Robert  Lowry  preach  the  Annual  Sermon. 

II.  That  Rev.  William  Cathcart  prepare  an  Essay,  subject,  The  relation  of 
the  Baptist  Ministry  to  American  Independence. 

The  Report  was  adopted. 

9.  The  time  for  the  Sermon  having  arrived,  it  was  voted 
that  the  Sermon  be  postponed  until  11 J  o’clock,  and  that 
the  address  of  Bro.  Smith,  on  the  question,  “  Is  the  independency 
of  our  churches  incompatible  with  the  highest  degree  of  denom¬ 
inational  efficiency  ?”  follow  immediately.  At  the  conclusion 
of  his  remarks,  it  was  unanimously  voted  by  the  Union,  that 
Bro.  Smith  be  requested  to  prepare  the  address  just  delivered, 
for  publication  in  Tract  form. 

10.  After  prayer  by  Bro.  Chesshire,  the  Annual  sermon  was 
preached  by  Rev.  R.  AV.  Pearson,  from  John  15:15,  “Henceforth 
I  call  you  not  servants ;  for  the  servant  knoweth  not  what  his 
Lord  doeth  :  for  I  have  called  you  friends ;  for  all  things  that  I 
have  heard  of  my  Father  I  have  made  known  unto  you.” 

11.  A  short  season  of  silent  prayer  was  followed  by  singing, 
“  All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus’  name.” 

12.  The  Annual  Collection  was  taken  up,  amounting  to  nine 
dollars  andjsixty-six  cents  ($9.66,)  after  which  the  Union  was 
adjourned  with  the  benediction  by  Bro.  Shadrach.
